THE NEW ELECTION LAW, 


I nk l'tciKuPAl'ti gives in full th e new 
election, or ballot law, passed by th e 111! 
nois General Assembly at its last session. 
It contains, we believe, th e beat features 
of wh at is know’n a* th e Australian »> * 
tern of voMtig, and is certainly a decided 
improvement upon th e mode so long in 
pra c tic e in th is country 
It wdl undoubt 
edly h ave many opponents as any reform 
measure Is liable to h ave, for th e croak 
ers do not enjoy being push ed out of old 
ruts. 
Indeed wh en th is Australian sys­ 
tem was tlrst talked about in England 
many y< ars since one of th e great h untor 
ous writers of th at » lay exercised h is wit 
ami sarcasm upon th e measure, th e booth » 
suggesting to h im “ mouse traps’ wh ile 
h e facetiously spoke of th e “ voters in 
dominoes going to th e poll» In Sedan 
ch airs with 
closely drawn curtains ” 
However, so obnoxious h as th e practice 
of electioneering at th e j.oils become in 
th is country th at we believe even Sidney 
S m ith ’s suggestions about going privately 
to th e pol's would be preferable to th e 
present ticket peddling nuisance th at ia 
met. 
We believe th e law is a step in th e 
righ t direction, and decidedly so, as it 
will for one th ing really bring bribery and 
intimidation down to a minimum. 
Not in many years h a» a more bendicial 
law been placed upon th e statute books 
and wo are pleased th at our own grertt 
Illinois is abreast of th e time» , and indi ed 
ah ead of sister States, in th is needed work. 
Th e law aims to prevent one great 
source of frauds and th at ’s th e bogus 
ballot. 
Heretofore it h as been a favorite 
dodge for th e party in th e minority to 
print a ticket h eaded with th e word 
“ Democrat,' 
or “ Republican” (as th e 
case may be) and in tin* ticket insert th e 
names of one or more candidates of th e 
opposing party; or perh aps th at of an in 
dependent candidate, and th us ch eat th e 
unsuspecting voter wh o docs not read th e 
ticket carefully , causing h im to vote for 
a person h e does not wish to support. 
However, read th e law, for it is th e duty 
of every man to understand it

Dispatch ed from Wash ingt n stale th at 
Captain Marsh al, engineer in ch arge of 
tiie Hennepin canal construction, h as 
made ¡a report on th e prog ri ss of th e 
Work of procuring righ t of way and on 
oth er mailer» pertaining to th e h n g talk 
ed of proposed ditch . 
Th e Captain h as 
much to say about ch anging th e route 
from th e « South to th e noGh side ol Bock 
river from th e mouth of th at » team to 
wh ere th e canal makes a junction with il 
Th is is a sort of a quarrel with th e land 
owners down about Bock Island and Mo 
line in wh ich wP h ave no interest 
We 
regret, h owever, th at th ere is such a feel 
ing with our neigh bors down th e liver in 
regard to th e route and we would not fa 
vor any ch ange in th e present law in th at 
beh alf 
Engineer Marsh al mak< s an elaborate 
argument in favor of th e canal 
hrid ree. 
onuuends th at th e work be push ed more 
rapidly. 
Th is is certainly a very h appy 
suggestion 
At th e present rale of sp 
propriat’on 
$500,(TOonce in two years 
it will take twenty eigh t years to coin 
plele th e < anal 
Of course th at would h e 
absurd remembering th at it is h great na 
tional work much needed at th e present 
time. 
Wh en once tin; location lias been 
fixed and all preliminaries gone th rough 
with th e enterprise sh ould be push ed as 
fuHt as th e work can be done to advant­ 
age. 
It ough t to h e finish ed during th e 
current decade at th e longest. 
Captain Marsh al will recommend th at 
th e next canal appropriation be$1,750,000. 
as h e believes th at th e h alf million ap 
propr ition will be expended th is year on 
th e dams and location of th e route, etc., 
and th en th ey will h e ready to begin th e 
work, 
It will not take more titan six 
years to iinisli th e canal h e th inks with 
liberal appropriations by Congress 
Capt Marsh al in Ins report refers to th e 
canal feeder in a way to indicate th at all 
oth er engineers h ave not understood th eir 
business. 
We copy from th e report: 
“ For th e feeder all previous surveys 
h ave been based upon th e premise th at 
th e summit level is 204 feet above th e level 
of th e Illinois River at or near Hennepin, 
and th e lines of survey h ave been direct 
ed to th e tlrst point on Rock River th at 
could feed a level at th at h eigh t to Dixon 
above th e dam at th at point 
It is pro!) 
able, h owever, th at*h y cutting down th e 
summit level, not exceeding nine feet, 
th at th e feeder may be sh ortened (me 
th ird iu length and an aqueduct and th ree 
locks be avoided, wh ich consummation i 
worth y of furth er investigation before 
any of th e feeder work» be undertaken 
Th is suggestion must be upon th e idea 
th at water may be h ad for th e feeder 
from Hack River, between Dixon and 
Hteiling, or from Green River and th e 
» mall stream- 
Tute T elegraph 
may 
presume th at Captain Marsh al h a« not 
been over th e ground and th erefore » peaks 
not as one wh o knows wh at in writes 
about. 
At all events h e appears to disa 
gree with all th e various engineers wh o 
h ave actually made th e survey (h e h a* 
not) and inspected th e routes and from j 
such data all agtee th at at Dixon i* th e j 
only place to procure water for th e feed 
er.
